GRAFTED  STOCK,  FROM  2*4"  AND  2i/2"  POTS 

This  class  of  material  represents  the  best  class  of  nursery  stock  grown 
today,  as  such  varieties  as  listed  herein  are  always  in  demand,  and  bring 
a  good  return  on  the  investment. 

These  grafts  are  grafted  on  re-rooted  understocks,  and  will  be  ready 
for  delivery  after  May  1st.  We  may  state  that  all  varieties  are  grafted  on 
parent  understocks,  Juniper  on  Juniper,  Biota  on  Biota,  Thuya  on  Thuya, 
Beech  on  the  Fagus  Sylvatica,  Japanese  Maple  on  Japanese  Maple,  Retinos¬ 
pora  Obtusa  on  Pisifera  and  Lawsoniana  stocks  and  so  on,  nor  do  we  use 
other  than  nursery  grown  understocks. 

This  stock  will  be  packed  in  crates  for  shipment,  each  crate  containing 
not  over  three  hundred  plants,  each  plant  will  be  rolled  separate  in  paper 
before  shipment,  so  as  to  insure  safe  arrival. 

This  stock  may  be  planted  in  fieldrows,  although  such  varieties  as 
Koster  and  Moerheimi  Spruce,  Magnolia,  Beech  and  a  few  other  of  the  more 
tender  varieties,  better  be  bedded  for  a  year,  and  shaded  with  lath  shades; 
be  careful,  however,  not  to  plant  them  under  glass  in  frames,  as  the  stock 
is  hardened  for  outdoor  climate  before  shipment.
